• A certified copy of the priority document, Japanese Patent Application No. 2004- 
055280, was filed with the application. 

• A claim for priority was unintentionally not included in the specification filed on 
August 25, 2006, or the declaration subsequently filed on July 25, 2008. 

• A Nonfinal Office Action was mailed on May 17, 2010. In the Office action, the 
Examiner questioned the submission of the priority document in the absence of a 



priority claim. 



• The fact that a priority claim had not been made to Japanese Patent Application 
No. 2004-055280 was not recognized until review of the Office action mailed May 
17, 2010. 



The entire delay between the date the claim was due and the present date was 
unintentional.
